OR the first time since 1916, the principal 

yearling market is not at Saratoga. Diffi- 
culties of war transportation have split the tra- 
ditional Fasig-Tipton Company sale into unequal 
parts. The greatest number, including a few 
Virginia- and Tennessee-breds but chiefly Ken- 
tucky yearlings, will be sold August 9, 10, and 11 
at six sales sessions at the Keeneland race track, 
Lexington, Ky. The Eastern yearlings will be 
sold at Meadow Brook September 21 and 22. 

For the three-day sale at Keeneland, 318 year- 
lings have been catalogued, and with the usual 
rate of loss through accident, illness, or private 
sale, probably fewer than 300 will go through the 
ring. Approximately one hundred probably will 
be catalogued for the sales on Long Island.

Breeders on Breeders’ Awards 


E asked them if they wanted awards. Yes! 
they chorused. 

We asked how they wanted them. They answer- 
ed this way and that, but mostly they said, Just 
tell those other states to climb on New York's 
bandwagon. 

We asked whether they wanted awards in 
claiming races. Sure, they said, give everybody 
a break. 

We asked whether they had begun to cut down 
on breeding. Yes, 10 per cent, they said. We 
couldn’t very well ask whether bonuses would 
make them change their plans in this regard; 
they probably don’t know yet. 

We asked whether they had any other remarks 
to make, and they did, very interesting remarks. 
A few of them took swings at THE BLOOD-HORSE 
for taking the other side of an issue which they 
construed to have only one side. But mostly they 
contributed their views without heat, in calm 
appreciation of the value of a public forum. For 
their generous cooperation we are grateful. 

To some readers—one, at least—it has seemed 
anomalous that we should conduct a poll on 
breeders’ awards and at the same time seek to in- 
fluence the opinions it is testing. We see nothing 
incongruous in this situation. We did not take 
the poll to find out what we ought to think, or to 
seek justification for what we do think. We at- 
tempted it solely because the Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Associations of the United States had a com- 
mittee considering recommendations on the sub- 
ject of breeders’ awards and the committee seem- 
ed sincerely interested in discovering what breed- 
ers themselves thought about the matter. It was 
obvious, before the poll was begun, that breeders 
would like bonuses from the tracks—no poll would 
have been necessary there—but it was not so ob- 
vious what plan they preferred for distribution 
of the awards. 

THE BLOoD-HoRSE holds unchanged its opinion 
that breeders’ awards in the cheaper races will 
work to the detrfment of breeders in general, still 
insists that the major issue before the American 
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Turf is the overuse of the claiming race. It holds 
that, if the claiming race could be put in its prop- 
er place, the issue of overproduction would dis- 
appear, not because overproduction itself would 
disappear, but because it would cease to be im- 
portant. It holds that the owners of good horses 
should have first call on whatever funds the tracks 
can appropriate for horsemen. We are privileged 
to maintain these views; we are happy to present 
the opinions of those who contend against them. 

The race tracks now can pay less attention to 
what THE BLOOD-HORSE says and more attention 
to what the breeders say. They have a depend- 
able sampling of what the breeders want. They 
also have some information not available to the 
general public. They know what they can afford 
to distribute for bonuses, they know their own 
obligations and preferences in the matter. They 
know their own inevitable differences of opinion. 
(They have known for some time, through pri- 
vate correspondence, the general nature of the 
poll results published in this issue.) Based upon 
this knowledge, the recommendations of the T. R. 
A. committee may be expected soon, possibly be- 
fore this issue is off the press. These recommen- 
dations, we may be assured, will have been well 
considered. 

Possibly the subject of breeders’ awards can 
soon be aismissed for a while. But before it is 
dismissed there is one phase, neglected thus far, 
which needs serious consideration. 

Do the tracks which propose to give awards in- 
tend to continue them permanently, or do they 
consider them an emergency measure? Do they 
think that, if am emergency arises in their own 
affairs, they would make strenuous efforts to con- 
tinue the awards? Perhaps a new questionnaire 
needs to be devised, but we do not believe the 
tracks would relish giving the answers just now, 
since they probably don’t know. 

But if the breeder begins to receive awards, he 
will naturally begin to adjust his economy ac- 
cording to the expectation that he will continue 
to do so. It will not be much of a kindness to 
hand him a cushion and jerk it out from under 
him as soon as he sits down.

Another Strike 


T Detroit July 26 Jockey Johnny Adams was 

suspended for 25 racing days, because of a 
conflict in riding engagements. Maybe I should 
say an alleged conflict. Johnny Adams said he 
was informed by the secretary of the Jockeys’ 
Guild, John Swisher, that an engagement with 
Earl Beezley wouldn’t hold, so he took a mount 
in the Classic. The Michigan Racing Commission 
didn’t see it that way, issued the suspension. 

On July 29 Mr. Swisher’s knowledge of what 
engagements would hold and what engagements 
wouldn't, got considerable vindication. The Jock- 
eys’ Guild struck. In order to hold racing on July 
29, the Commission (William J. Dowling) was 
obliged to compromise on a 10-day suspension for 
Jockey Adams. 

This bystander doesn’t pretend to know the 
merits of the controversy. There is a fair sus- 
picion that Jockey Adams was getting none the 
best of it. The suspension may indeed, under the 
circumstances, have been too severe. 

Much more important is the fact that the 
Jockeys’ Guild, by threat of a strike, forced 
the constituted authorities of racing to back down. 
Had the merits of the controversy been different, 
the pressure could have been just as great, just as 
effective. A jockey’s punishment, it seems, is to 
be endured only if other jockeys think it fair. 

The Jockeys’ Guild, judged by its original in- 
tention, was a very good thing. Judged by the 
same intentions it may be still a good thing. Its 
friends said it wasn’t a labor organization. But 
at Detroit it was a labor organization, neither 
pure nor simple. 

If a jockeys’ strike could be directed solely at 
those persons who, in the jockeys’ opinion, have 
been unfair, perhaps there would be scant room 
for objection. But a jockeys’ strike at a race 
track is a strike at the owners and trainers who 
employ them and who in this instance were not 
parties to the controversy. It is a strike at the 
public which pays the freight. It is a reasonable 
facsimile of the jurisdictional strike, in which an 
organization says to its employer, ‘We've nothing 
against you, but we’ll nevertheless paralyze the 
works until you come in on our side.” It isn’t 
fair to shoot into a crowd just because you know 
your antagonist is in there somewhere. 

This sounds like a sermon. Maybe it is. The 
Jockeys’ Guild has a useful work to perform, and 
a thoroughly legitimate field in which to operate. 
But it ought to remember something. Because 
you have the power to compel enforcement of 
your demands, it doesn’t follow that you ought to 
use it uncritically. Power is dangerous. Look 
over the water.

Breeders DO 
Want Awards 


Why They Were Asked 


ARLY last May the five New York tracks an- 
nounced, more or less from a clear sky, that 
they proposed to give awards of $25 to the breed- 
er of each winner in New York and $15 to the 
breeder of the second horse, the action being ex- 
tended retroactively to the beginning of the sea- 
son. Immediately the deep moaned round with 
many voices. THE BLOOoD-HORSE, always opposed 
to the overproduction of racing material and con- 
struing the issue to lie rather with the American 
Turf’s overuse of claiming races, was automati- 
cally opposed to a subsidy for continued overpro- 
duction. Others pointed out enthusiastically that 
it was inequitable to reward the breeder of a $1,- 
200 plater and the breeder of the winner of the 
Suburban Handicap in the same degree. Almost 
before the initial discussion had been begun, the 
New York tracks revised their plan, making a $25 
award to the breeder of the winner of non-stakes 
events, and in stakes making the award 5 per 
cent of the added money. Awards to the breed- 
ers of horses finishing second were discontinued. 
This change stilled a good many of the objections. 
The livest question remaining was whether 
other tracks would follow New York in adopting 
awards, and there was the secondary considera- 
tion of what plan or method of distributing 
awards would be adopted elsewhere. Directors 
of the Thoroughbred Club of America recom- 
mended that awards be restricted to non-claim- 
ing events. A little later a group of ten breed- 
ers endorsed, by a vote of 8 to 2, the revised New 
York plan. A good many suggestions, printed 
and otherwise, were made. There were a few 
ruffled tempers. Breeders wanted awards. Breed- 
ers didn’t want handouts. Breeders wanted claim- 
ing races included. Breeders wanted awards to 
good horses only. Katydid. Katydidn’t. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE, enjoying itself no little in 
its favorite position—on the minority side of a 
good live argument—-set out several weeks ago to 
poll American breeders with a questionnaire on 
the most important points of the debate. With- 
out changing its own view as to what breeders 
ought to have, it sought to find out what breed- 
ers wanted, for the information of the race tracks 
which would make the decision. The results are 
presented herewith, as fully as possible. In addi- 
tion, comments and suggestions from many of 
those who answered the poll were published in 
the two previous issues, and still other comments 
appear in subsequent columns of this issue. 


Dependability of the Returns 


ASIS for the poll was the list of breeders pub- 

lished in Volume 17 of the American Stud 
Book, a list including the names of all those who 
had registered Thoroughbred foals in the four- 
year period 1934-1937. After necessary emenda- 
tions had been made the list numbered about 3,- 
500. Most of these, it may be taken for granted, 
are occasional breeders who have only a casual 
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interest in racing or in breeders’ awards. But it 
was necessary to include them in the mailing list 
because it was not possible, in advance, to sepa- 
rate them from those who have a continuing in- 
terest and who register foals regularly. A few 
names were added to the list from the records of 
THE BLoop-HORSE, to account for persons known 
to have become breeders since the publication of 
the most recent volume of the stud book. 

The questionnaire included this question: ‘How 
many mares did you breed to produce horses for 
racing purposes in 1942? In 1943?” This ques- 
tion, it was noted a little too late) was somewhat 
ambiguous, but, whatever interpretation was put 
upon it by those who answered, its validity is un- 
impaired. It was meant, first, to indicate the 
poll’s dependability as a sample of opinion, and 
second, to reveal the extent of the present move 
toward a reduction in breeding oferations. 

The 283 breeders who answered the poll ac- 
counted for 2,299 mares bred in 1942 (or bred in 
1941 to produce foals in 1942, to include those 
who may have put this interpretation on the 
question), and a number of responses, including 
several from large establishments, failed to 
answer this question. When all allowances had 
been made, it seemed safe to say that the breed- 
ers of about one-third of the hSrses currently be- 
ing bred for racing purposes had been accounted 
for. Replies came from 34 states, the District. 
of Columbia, and Canada, though the responding 
Canadian breeders (they get the awards, too) 
numbered only six. For a complete tabulation,,. 
see the next page. 

The general validity, or dependability, of the 
poll is further indicated by comparison of _ its. 
parts one with another. The answers which arrived 
in the mail first agreed almost exactly, in per- 
centages, with those which arrived last. The dif- 
ferent sections of the country yield totals strik- 
ingly similar. There is comparatively little di- 
vergence between small breeders and large breed- 
ers. These internal tests are, to the statistician, 
ample evidence that the sample is indicative of 
the total body of opinion, and that whatever dif- 
ferences do appear between large groups of the 
sample are significant of genuine differences be- 
tween these groups. 

In arranging the results by states the location 
of the breeding farm, rather than the residence 
of the owner, has decided the classification, 
though there may be a few mistakes, especially 
in placing the less well known breeders. In the 
columns showing the number of mares represent- 
ed the 1942 figure has been used. 


A Positive Yes 


HE question as to the desirability of awards 

in general, irrespective of any particular sys- 
tem of distribution, probably represents as great 
a degree of unanimity as any matter involving 
racing can hope to reach. Even so, it was sur- 
prising that a question which, in essence, asked 
breeders, “Do you want some additional money 
for your horses?” should draw 17 negatives from 
every hundred. But the general answer was ob- 
vious; most breeders want breeders’ awards, just 
as most trainers want trainers’ awards, most 
jockeys want jockeys’ awards, all grooms appre- 
ciate grooms’ awards. 

Concerning the method of distribution there is 
no such unanimity; opinion was so generally di- 
vided that none of the three plans got a majority 
vote. The surprisingly large proportion of 27 per 
cent want flat awards for all races. It was

chiefly in the answer to this question, however, 
that a noticeable difference could be observed 
between large and small breeders. Only 11 of 
the 71 persons who voted for the flat award bred 
as many as 10 mares for 1942, only four of these 
were in Kentucky. With some exceptions, most 
of the remaining 60 were scattered through the 
Western states, breeding only a few horses. 

The second plan, involving the grading of 
awards to purses, had the most numerous follow- 
ing, drawing 46 per cent of the total. It is to be 
pointed out that while this is nearest of the three 
to the present New York plan, it is not identical 
with it, for the New York distribution makes no 
gradations in races of non-stakes class. Among 
the larger breeders only, this plan drew a ma- 
jority of 54 per cent—in effect an endorsement 
of the New York method. 

The third plan, which would eliminate claim- 
ing races from the group carrying awards, drew 
27 per cent of the votes, a very high number con- 
sidering that most of those voting for the plan 
would very probably receive a smaller amount in 
awards than under Plan B. In this department, 
the response from larger breeders (28 per cent) 
did not differ materially from the total poll. 

As nearly as it can be gauged, both from com- 
ments accompanying the responses and from pri- 
vate conversations with breeders, the thought of 
those who preferred flat awards was that through 
these the small breeders would get a larger pro- 
portion of the money distributed. This seemed 
the reasoning both of a number of small breeders 
who were looking for their own interests, and of 
some much larger breeders who apparently were 
approaching the question altruistically. One ex- 
tremely successful breeder said: “It’s people like 
myself who breed Suburban winners. I don’t need 


breeders’ awards. I want to see the little fellows 
get the money.’”’ A market breeder who talked, 
but refused to write, commented that claiming 
races were the ones where the awards were need- 
ed most. “If I raise a good horse, I get some- 
thing out of it—a good price on the next yearling 
out of the mare. But if I raise a plater—as who 
doesn’t ?—-then I need some help.” 


The Debate on Claiming Races 


HIS seemed to be a part of the reasoning be- 
hind the answer to the third question, as to 
whether claiming races should have awards. 
Breeders who produced only a few horses, of com- 
paratively little class—or with breeding creden- 
tials which would suggest little class—felt they 
would be left out in any system of awards which 
did not include claiming races, a position which 
is in every likelihood correct. With them were 
joined a number of the most extensive market 
breeders in the nation, who breed the winners of 
a very considerable number of races every year. 
But no distinction between small and large 
breeders could be made on this subject. Each 
group voted 65 per cent in favor of making 
awards in claiming races, 35 per cent against. 
Those opposed to awards in these races based 
their reasoning principally on the idea that the 
awards should be given to successes, that while 
the encouragement of quality production was 
sound, encouragement of quantity production was 
not. 

But if no great distinction in attitude between 
large and small breeders could be found, arrange- 
ment of the poll by states and sections produced 
one immediately.

smarter or less_ selfish 
than those of any other sector. But the Eastern 
states have been producing race horses longer, 
have had wider acquaintance with the general 
problems of racing, and above all breeders have 
been more closely in contact with each other for 
the purposes of discussing and examining racing 
matters. In that section the discussion is a little 
further along, and opinion is more evenly divided. 
Furthermore, a good many of those who favor 
inclusion of the claiming race have taken a real- 
istic, rather than a short-sighted, basis for their 
decision. Their line of thought runs something 
like this: “If the claiming race were reduced to 
its proper proportion in American racing, it 
might be omitted from the awards. But it isn’t 
reduced, and it isn’t going to be reduced, not

very much anyway. At a great many tracks 
there is little else than claiming races. If breed- 
ers’ awards are going to be of any real volume, 
claiming races must be included.” 

THE BLOOD-HORSE, not in agreement with this 
position, has nevertheless considerable sympathy 
for it. It is an argument that can be followed. 
But through a great many of the responses re- 
ceived, regardless of how the breeder voted, ran 
a theme of discontent with the preponderance of 
claiming races. Several race tracks seem de- 
liberately to have set out to reduce the number 
of claiming races on their programs. The ques- 
tion is more alive now, and the minds of track 
operators apparently more receptive to sugges- 
tion along that line, than at any time in the past. 

Conceivably the attempt to reduce the propor- 
tion of claiming races is a tilt at a windmill. But 
considering v.aat the only individual on record 
who tilted at windmills has been remembered 
after his more sensible contemporaries have been 
forgotten, THE BLOOD-HORSE is quite willing to 
have a go at this one. If the proportion of claim- 
ing races could be lowered, it appears likely that 
many of those who now favor including the 
claiming race in the awards would no longer do 
so. 


Profits Preferred 


EARLY everyone concerned agrees on one 
point, as far as individual samplings can be 
depended upon. A market on which yearlings 
can be sold at a profit to the breeder is preferable 
to a situation in which the breeder sells at a loss 
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or an even break, and then looks to an uncertain 
subsidy for his profit. The yearling market de- 
pends upon many things, but most important 
among them are the relation of supply and de- 
mand, and the extent and manner of purse distri- 
bution at the race tracks. The contention of THE 
BLoop-HORSE is that a subsidy for production un- 
balances the supply and demand situation in 
favor of the buyer and against the breeder, and 
that a raise in the earning power of horses would 
have a better long-range effect on the breeder 
than direct awards to breeders, particularly in 
tue case of horses below stakes class. Admit- 
tedly it is easier to take a long-range view when 
you do not have to feed horses. In this connec- 
tion it may be noted that very few breeders 
expressed alarm over the long-range effects of a 
subsidy. 

One most encouraging fact emerging from the 
responses was the indication that overproduction 
is to some extent being cut down. The same 
breeders who reported 2,299 mares bred in 1942, 
reported only 2,041 in 1943, a drop of slightly 
more than 10 per cent. Presumably this in the 
effect of the war and its restrictions, rather than 
of the adjurations of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 

It may be presumed also that the prime pur- 
pose of awards for breeders is to halt this natural 
tendency toward a decrease in production, and to 
“tide over” the breeders during an emergency, So 
that, when racing expands again after the war, 
there will be no question that sufficient horses 
are available. 


Breeders’ Comments on Awards 


N the last two previous issues of THE BLOOD- 

HOoRSE comments from a large number of breed- 
ers with regard to the question of breeders’ 
awards were published. Here follows the final 
installment of these comments. 

Virtually all the comments returned with the 
questionnaires have now been published, with no 
attempt to arrange them in groups. The remarks, 
though not easily subject to classification, appear 
quite as revealing of the ideas of breeders as are 
the totals and percentages compiled from the re- 
turned questionnaires. 


Give the small breeder a deserving chance. I 
sold all our broodmares for the reason no induce- 
ment for small breeders.

Conditions being as they are, I am in favor of 
breeders’ awards on claiming races. When Whirl- 
away is a champion and his brother is a dub, how 
the h— are you going to cure the cheap horse 
situation ?

There will always be the cheap horse and the 
claiming race. Such a small amount as $25 will 
not change the amount of horses produced.

Awards for the better-class races would en- 
courage the small breeder to produce better bred 
horses, with the hopes of a little “extra” later on.

The reason for my defense of awards in claim- 
ing races is as follows: that the average plater 
in New York is a well bred horse, often brother or 
sister to a pretty high-class winner. He or she 
has cost some breeder a big stud fee and un- 
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doubtedly represents a large loss. I do not feel 
that it is encouraging the breeding of bad horses 
to pay breeders’ awards in all races in New 

To a small breeder like myself it comes in 
mighty handy, and helps pay feed bills which go 
up day by day, while the prices of our horses, 
which are fixed by claiming prices, remain the 
same. Bonus or no bonus I’m going to keep on 
breeding mares that throw me good horses, and 
get rid of mares that can’t oblige. I personally 
have received $125 so far this year, of which I 
have given $100 to my overworked and under- 
staffed farm manager, and bought myself a nice 
new hat with the residue. 

In summary I would say that the award will 
neither encourage nor discourage the average 
breeder, but it’s darn nice to get it.

Regardless of how such awards might be made, 
I would probably benefit from it, for I breed and 
sell Thoroughbreds as well as race a stable. How- 
ever, it is my honest opinion that the giving of 
any such money to breeders is unwarranted, and 
it will do little if anything to improve the breed 
of horses. 

When a Thoroughbred breeder sells a horse at 
public auction it is usually at competitive bid- 
ding and at a sales ring sponsored by the breed- 
ers themselves, so it is assumed that the buyer 
pays full value for his purchase. If it is at pri- 
vate sale, the breeder always has the refusal of 
any offer ... the transaction constitutes a clear 
and outright sale . . . so what interest does the 
seller retain ? 

Every breeder... as a matter of pride enjoys 
whatever success this horse might gain... . Be- 
side this attachment interest, the same breeder 
probably has the dam of the horse, probably the 
sire, and more than likely other horses of the 
same bloodlines; so any success achieved by the 
horse he has sold will increase the value of this 
remaining livestock .... 

The question of ‘‘Breeders’ Awards,” “Trainers’ 
Awards,” “Grooms’ Awards,” and all other kinds 
of “Awards” is something new. It is something 
that has arisen just since racing has begun to 
flourish on such a large financial scale, and the 
various racing associations are earning more 
money than they can see ways to distribute prop- 
erly. It seems that these associations are not 
selfish to the point where they wish to retain all 
of this surplus income for their stockholders. They 
are to be complimented for this attitude, and it 
will do much to gain for them the good will of all 
racing interests. Now the question is, if after 
paying all taxes, making charity and wartime 
distributions, paying a fair return to the stock- 
holders on the investment, there is still a sur- 
plus which should be distributed to the proper 
parties, who are the proper parties ? 

It is my opinion that the proper parties are 
those who buy the horses from the breeders, and 
when doing this invest their money into a gam- 
bling proposition, and who pay the bills for the 
care, training, shipping, stakes nominations, etc. 
These proper parties bought their horses without 
any strings attached, so if the value of their 
horses is enhanced by the fact that it is causing 
the racing associations to earn more money than 
expected, then these owners are the only proper 
parties entitled to whatever of this the racing 
associations care to distribute. 

It is true that purse distribution today is at an

Saratoga 


HE first week of the Saratoga meeting at 

Belmont Park was characterized by the first 
stakes victory for William Helis, with Tropea; 
the inauguration of the new hurdles course in the 
infield; the entrance into the 3-year-old filly rival- 
ry of George D. Widener’s Stefanita; the awaken- 
ing of Shut Out after a series of somewhat dis- 
appointing performances; the confirmation of his 
Wakefield Stakes form by Crispin Oglebay’s Boy 
Knight; and a daily average attendance of 17,293 
and a daily average pari-mutuel handle of $1,378,- 
305. 

Saratoga has doubtless seen better horses; it 
has never seen better figures. The betting did not 
fall below $1,100,000 on any day, and the Satur- 
day had a total of $2,017,366, the lowest of the 12 
$2,000,000 days in New York racing this season. 
Interest in this matter was not confined to the 
racing enclosure at Belmont Park; avid reckon- 
ing in Albany indicated that the State of New 
York might get $14,000,000 in taxes from racing 
this year. The percentage of the State’s pari- 
mutuel tax has gone from 5 to 6 per cent, and 
through July 15 betting was $24,000,000 ahead of 
1942. 

The Saratoga Sales Stakes on August 3, the 
Alabama Stakes on August 4, the Schuylerville 
Stakes on August 6, and the Saratoga Special 
and Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicaps on Au- 
gust 7 were the stakes features for the second 
week. 


Stefanita Takes the Test 


An excellent band of fillies ran for the Test 
Stakes ($5,000 added, 3-year-old fillies, seven 
furlongs) at the Saratoga meeting July 30, with 
Cain Hoy Stable’s entry of Best Risk (108), by 
*Blenheim II—Risk, and Good Morning (120), by 
*Sir Gallahad III—Morning, as favorite. The 
support was hardly on a basis of performance in 
1943, since Best Risk had won only once in 11 
outings this year, while Good Morning, in two 
starts, had been unplaced once and had finished 
once third, though moved to second place by the 
disqualification of Farmerette (108). But it was 
very nearly vindicated. 

Sparkling Maid (109) took the lead in the 
early stages, with Terse (108) trying to go with 
her. The high weight, Too Timely (123), pulled 
herself up after a few strides and eliminated her- 
self as a factor. Terse quit after about a half- 
mile and Farmerette, which had been third, moved 
to second place, as Best Risk raced up to occupy 
third place. Behind her came George D. Widen- 
er’s Stefanita (117), a Questionnaire filly which 
had been out six times this season without a vic- 
tory, but had got some part of the purse (three 
seconds, two thirds, a fourth) in all of them. 
Sparkling Maid led to the furlong-pole, but as 
Farmerette began to tire the Baimwawa filly 
quit also, and Best Risk and Stefanita made play 
for the lead, with Good Morning coming fast from 
farther back. Stefanita proved much the best, 
drew clear and won by two lengths, under only 
hand riding. Best Risk beat her stablemate a 
head for third place, and J. M. Roebling’s Brit- 
tany (117) was a close fourth. In order follow- 
ed Farmerette, La Reigh (117), Our Page (120), 
Sparkling Maid, Anthemion (117), Terse, and 
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Too Timely. Time, :23, :464, 1:1215, 1:25%, 
track good.

Payment in Full 


Crispin Oglebay’s Boy Knight (119), the top- 
priced yearling of the Saratoga sales last year, 
made a very substantial payment on the $9,000 
his owner gave him when he won the Wakefield 
Stakes at the Empire City meeting July 21. He 
cancelled out the debt in full July 31 by taking the 
United States Hotel Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year- 
olds, six furlongs) on the first Saturday of the 
Saratoga meeting. 

The early running was made by Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s Extra Base (112), a maiden by Discovery 
which led for the first half-mile. Then Mrs. Helen 
Miller’s Ogham (119), by Wise Counsellor, moved 
up from second place to take over. Jockey Steve 
Brooks, who had kept Boy Knight (119) in fourth 
place, sent him up on the outside in the stretch. 
He found only tiring horses ahead of him, picked 
up the leaders steadily, then had to drive his best 
to hold off Wheatley Stable’s Free Lance (116), 
also by *Sir Gallahad III, in the last yards.

Boy Knight has started four times, won three 
races, finished third once, and has earned $17,505. 
Particulars of his pedigree appeared in THE 
BLoop-HORSE of July 31, page 135, with a complete 
produce record of his dam. 


Shut Out Chooses to Run 


Until July 31 the 1943 record of last year’s lead- 
ing 3-year-old, Greentree Stable’s Shut Out (112), 
had been rather inglorious. He had run one first- 
class race in an overnight performance, beating 
Market Wise and Attention, but in six other ef- 
forts he had been unplaced, running as if he were 
either without ability or without interest. He 
came out after a three-week rest for the Wilson 
Stakes ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, one 
mile) at the Saratoga meeting. Though he was 
second choice he was still better than 4 to 1, for 
the race had seemed a perfect spot for Belair 
Stud’s Apache (117), which went to the post at 
odds-on. 

Apache led for more than six furlongs, and J. 
M. Roebling’s Lochinvar (112), which tried to go 
with him, weakened in the chase after that dis- 
tance. Shut Out, which Wayne D. Wright had 
been holding under light restraint, began coming 
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up on the outside on the stretch turn, went to the 
leader going to the furlong-pole. He disposed of 
Apache and began drawing away, and the late 
challenge of Mrs. E. Mulrenan’s First Fiddle 
(117) could not bring him to a drive. He won 
by four lengths, with First Fiddle a half-length 
in front of Apache, and Lochinvar fourth. In or- 
der followed Plantagenet (112) and *Bankrupt 
(3, 102). With Regards (117), the other member 
of the field, refused to break for the second time 
in his last three starts. Time, :2335, :46%5, 
1:1115, 1:3625, track fast. Stakes division, $8,- 
350, $2,000, $1,000, $500. Greentree Stable also 
got a breeder’s award of $500.

The victory made Shut Out the leading money- 
winner to carry the silks of Mrs. Payne Whitney’s 
Greentree Stable. He had been fourteenth on the 
list of leading American money-winners, just be- 
hind another Greentree Stable racer, Twenty 
Grand, and the purse moved him past the great 
son of *St. Germans into thirteenth place. Shut 
Out, foaled February 27, 1939, at Mrs. Whitney's 
Greentree farm, Lexington, has started 29 times, 
won 13 races, finished second four times, third 
once, and has earned $269,282.

Unless the refusal to grant 
Merritt a license can be justified, Justice Carroll 
Walter said, he is “entitled to a license as a mat- 
ter of right.’’

New Meeting 


RLINGTON PARK’S highly successful 36-day 

meeting closed with the racing of July 31, 
and horsemen in Chicago would now be moving to 
Washington Park except for the wartime exigen- 
cies which drove the Arlington Park meeting to 
Washington Park in the first place. Thus when 
the Washington Park meeting began with the 
racing of August 2, there was a distinction with- 
out a difference. The same track is in operation, 
the same purse scale obtains, the same racing 
secretary officiates, and in general there are no 
important changes in officials or in racing prac- 
tice. To horsemen the effect is a single 67-day 
meeting; to horsemen who have campaigned regu- 
larly in Illinois it is the richest 67 days they have 
known. 

The final stakes of the Arlington Park meeting 
was the $50,000 Arlington Handicap, second of 
three $50,000 events at the joint meetings for 3- 
year-olds and up. It proved the occasion of the 
richest victory yet for Coward and Du Puy’s 7- 
year-old Marriage, this being the second $50,000 
handicap winner this year to come from the Blue 
Ridge Farm of the late Cary T. Grayson, Market 
Wise of course being the other. An allowance 
race at six furlongs was taken by H. H. Haag’s 
The Finest, by *Teddy—Appeal, bred by F. Wal- 
lis Armstrong’s Meadowview Farm in New Jer- 
sey. Virginia accounted for a second winner in 
Mrs. A. K. Weast’s Equistar, an Equipoise horse 
bred by Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart. There were 
two other non-claiming races, a sprint for 3-year- 
olds won by A. C. Ernst’s Alforay, by *Foray II, 
and also bred in Virginia, at A. B. Hancock’s 
Ellerslie Stud; and an allowance race for 2-year- 
olds, won by Mrs. Albert Sabath’s Civil Liberty, 
by Deliberator. 

The Flossmoor Handicap on August 4, the 
Princess Pat Stakes on August 5, and the $10,- 
000 Chicago Handicap on August 7 are the 
stakes features of the first week of the Wash- 
ington Park meeting. 


Surprise from Texas 


Texas-bred 2-year-olds have been getting a bit 
flip with their contemporaries recently. The 
Flash Stakes at Saratoga fell to the Valdina-bred 
Tropea July 26, and only two days later Kenneth 
Murchison’s Dutch Raider (122) took the Hyde 
Park Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, 514 fur- 
longs) at the Arlington Park meeting. He beat 
a very good field, in which A. C. Ernst’s Alorter 
(122), third in the Arlington Futurity and con- 
queror of Occupy in an earlier stakes event, was 
the strong favorite. 

J. Emery’s High Harp (109), by High Strung, 
was the early leader, with Dutch Raider second 
for the first quarter-mile. Approaching the last 
turn Civil Liberty (112) came up fast and almost 
got to the pacemaker, then stopped badly and 
fell out of contention. Jockey P. Johnson brought 
Dutch Raider along as this challenge failed, grad- 
ually wore down High Harp, and in the last fifty 
yards got up to win by a neck. Alorter raced 
under restraint into the stretch, then was slow 
to begin a drive, and though he ran well at the 
end he was third, three-fourths of a length farther 
back, and a length and a quarter ahead of John 
Marsch’'s Broadcloth. In order followed Zacapet 
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(112), Hasty Message (109), Wild Rice (109), 
Civil Liberty, Hybunt (112), and Czech Lass

Good One from California 


A good field from the second flight of 3-year- 
old fillies met in the Cleopatra Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-old fillies, one mile) at the Arling- 
ton Park meeting July 29, with Valdina Farm’s 
Valdina Marl (121), the only one which had won 
stakes this season, made a moderate favorite 
at 12 to 5. But the winner was W. G. McCarty’s 
Jerry Lee (109), a California-bred which was one 
of the best at the Bay Meadows meeting last 
winter, winning five of her last six starts there. 
In three previous starts in Chicago she had not 
shown a great deal, her best race being her last 
previous one, when she was third in a six-fur- 
long allowance race. 

The mile apparently suited Jerry Lee well. She 
began fast but was outrun, and Jockey P. John- 
son, who had won with an outsider the day be- 
fore on another Westerner, Dutch Raider, got 
her well out on the track going to the far turn. 
Miss Ruth Sidell’s Burgoo Maid (115), a $3,500 
claim in early June, was setting the pace and un- 
til Jerry Lee began driving seemed to be running 
off with the race. Even at the furlong-pole Bur- 
goo Maid was leading by four lengths, but she 
tired rapidly and the California filly caught her 
near the finish, drew clear, and won by a length 
and a quarter.

Biggest Yet for Marriage 


It is not particularly infrequent that an indif- 
ferent 2-year-old becomes a good horse later. 
There are frequent instances of horses which were 
of little use at either two or three becoming good 
handicap performers later. But the list of horses 
which were nothing to speak of at two, three, or 
four, and only high-class platers at five, that have 
gone on to sustained success in the handicap 
ranks in later years must be extremely small. 
Whatever its size, it is headed by Coward and Du 
Puy’s Marriage (120), which climaxed his career 
July 31 in the Arlington Handicap ($50,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 14 miles), joining the group 
of 50 leading money-winners of American racing. 
No horse before him had waited so long to go so 
far. 

The field for the Arlington Handicap was ad- 
mittedly not an extremely strong one, but it 
included good performers. The favorite was L. 
B. Mayer's entry of Thumbs Up (118), easy win- 
ner of the Butler Handicap three week earlier, 
and *King’s Abbey (112), while Marriage was 
comparatively neglected, being fourth choice at 
a little more than 8 to 1. 

William Helis’ Salto (103) took the lead at the 
start, with Marriage right after him from the be- 
ginning. After six furlongs Salto began to tire 
and Marriage moved up, taking the lead just 
short of the quarter-pole. Salto remained in con- 
tention, and Thumbs Up, which had been held 
back of the pace, also came forward, was third 
going into the final quarter-mile, and Hal Price 
Headley’s Anticlimax (113) came up to fourth. 
The race was among these four to the finish, 
with Salto tiring and Thumbs Up and Anticlimax 
gradually closing on Marriage. The *Strolling 
Player gelding was not seriously threatened, how- 
ever, and he won by a length, with Thumbs Up 
only a nose in front of Anticlimax, while Salto 
lost ground steadily to be beaten four more 
lengths into fourth place. Aletern (113), which 
had the most valid excuse of the others, was in 
close quarters early, then stood a long drive to 
finish fifth. In order followed *Rounders (124), 
Some Chance (110), Mar-Kell (110), Aonbarr

Marriage, highly enough estimated as a 2-year- 
old that S. C. Register paid $5,300 for him in the 
dispersal of Admiral Cary T. Grayson’s Blue 
Ridge Farm stock in 1938, raced chiefly in claim- 
ing divisions, getting a little higher pitched as he 
went on, until R. A. Coward took him from Hirsch 
Jacobs for $5,000 in 1941 because, as he explain- 
ed after Marriage’s recent success, “he looked 
like a horse that could go a distance.” Marriage 
went on at five to win the Long Island Claiming 
Stakes and the Marchbank Handicap, winning 
$29,100 for the season. Last year he won three 
stakes, his most important being the Washington 
Park Handicap in which he defeated Alsab and 
others, and earned $59,600. The current season 
is already his best; he had won the New Orleans 
and Des Plaines Handicaps earlier, and now has 
earned $85,675 for the year. In all he has start- 
ed 75 times, won 29 races, finished second 11 
times, third nine times, and has earned $175,080. 
He is now in fortieth place among American 
money-winners. He is one of six Virginia horses 
on the list, Sun Beau, Top Row, Market Wise (also 
bred at Blue Ridge Farm), and Reigh Count 
ahead of him, Rosemont some distance behind.

Death of George Phillips 


Trainer George E. Phillips, 59 years old, died 
in Miami, Fla., July 29. He had been in bad health 
for some time, and had disposed of most of the 
horses in his care before going from New York 
to Miami to enter a hospital for a stomach oper- 
ation. His most recent connection had been with 
the horses owned by John W. Dial, of Texas. 

Trainer Phillips, in racing for many years, was 
best known as the trainer of the Maemere Farm 
horses of the late De Witt Page, and one of his 
most conspicuous successes was with the 2-year- 
old Maedic, a Bostonian colt which made a vir- 
tual sweep of the Saratoga juvenile fixtures, in- 
cluding the Hopeful Stakes, in 1936, and which 
he considered the best horse he had ever trained. 
With Maecloud, Maeriel, and others, the stable 
was running up a phenomenal series of victories 
in that year, but in late August the New York 
State Racing Commission, upon report that a 
saliva specimen from Maeriel contained coramine, 
suspended Philli»s for about 30 days. 

Mr. Phillips saddled his first horse on April 18, 
1904, at the Union Jockey Club course at St. Louis. 
This was the T7-year-old Dutch Carter, which 
started his young trainer off with a victory. He 
came of a racing family; his father, Jack Phillips, 
became associated with racing shortly after the 
War Between the States. One brother, Clyde, is 
a successful trainer, and another, the late Kelly 
Phillips, was a successful rider.

Garden State Park 


HE William Penn Stakes, for 2-year-olds, fea- 

tured the racing of July 31 at Garden State 
Park, this being the nineteenth day of the 50- 
day meeting. Thus far the meeting has run ahead 
of all expectation, so much so that the purse mini- 
mum has been raised by $100, and it seems prob- 
able that the best days of the meeting lie ahead. 
The stakes was won by Longchamps Farm’s 
Dance Team, by *Cohort, and a supporting race, 
a $2,000 purse at 114g miles under allowance con- 
ditions, was taken by B. B. Jones’ *Ksar of Aud- 
ley, by *Ksar. 

Chief event of the current week is the Valley 
Forge Handicap on August 7. There are 41 nomi- 
nations for this six-furlong dash, and Belair Stud’s 
Apache is in with top weight, 134 pounds. With 
Regards has 127, Doublrab 119, Boysy 116, and 
other nominees include Joe Ray, Ringmenow, Val- 
dina Alpha, Unchallenged, Bright Willie, Dit, 
Kingfisher, Salto, Albatross, and True North. The 
race has $5,000 added. 

In addition to its financial success, the track 
is receiving compliments on the general architec- 
ture and layout of the plant. One racing official 
spoke of it as a possible postwar model for new 
tracks, added sadly, “If only the public could be 
brought to the realization that every inch of race 
could be seen perfectly while remaining seated, 
I am sure they would derive considerably greater 
enjoyment from the sport.’’ This is to ignore the 
habits of race-goers; several years ago a nation- 
ally known magazine rejected a front-cover pic- 
ture of a racing scene, because there were chairs 
in the picture, and people were not standing on 
them. 


Dance Team Lasts Best 


Longchamps Farm’s home-bred Dance Team 
came to Garden State Park after the Aqueduct 
meeting with a reputation which he belied to 
some extent by being beaten by Surrogate in the 
Rancocas Stakes on July 10. When he came up 
again for the William Penn Stakes ($5,000 added, 
2-year-olds, six furlongs) on July 31, he was 
quite lightly regarded, William Helis’ Tropea 
(119), surrounded with the aura of having won a 
stakes in New York, being favored at odds-on. 

Dance Team (114) was away fast, and he took 
the lead in the first furlongs, with Tropea forcing 
the pace from the beginning. Around the turn 
the favorite came up to take the lead, but in the 
stretch he drifted out and Dance Team went to 
the front again. Tropea, after he was straighten- 
ed out, made a determined challenge again, but 
Dance Team beat it off, won by a neck. Tropea

Nothing Hazy 


Editor, THE BLOOD-HORSE: 

On page 37 of the July 10 issue of the “Blood- 
Horse”, the following preposterous statement is 
made: 

“The Jockey Club’s Rules of Racing are hazy 
about differentiating stakes from overnight 
events.”” On page 4 of the 1943 edition of the 
Rules of Racing, you will find the following rule 9: 


A "Sweepstakes" is a race in which stakes are to 
be made by the owners of the horses engaged, and 
it is still a sweepstakes when money or other prize 
is added, but, within the meaning of the rule, no 
overnight race, whatever its conditions, shall be 
considered to be a sweepstakes. 


I have never seen anything in your invaluable 
trade paper with reference to the definition of a 
weight-for-age race. There is nothing hazy about 
it, either, but no one thinks it means what the 
book reads, so for your information I quote page 
6, rule 25. 


“Weight-for-Age"’ means standard weight accord- 
ing to the rules, and a race remains a weight for 
age race, even though there be penalties and al- 
lowances. 


I am not only prepared but perfectly willing to 
keep this correspondence up indefinitely. I used 
to work for The Jockey Club and you make re- 
marks about these people at your peril. They are 
too polite to defend themselves but there’s no 
politeness about me.

Editor’s alibi—The copy writer forgot. In its 
issue of October 15, 1938, THE BLOOD-HORSE cited 
The Jockey Club’s rules, commented that an over- 
night race (in which “the entries close seventy- 
two hours .. ., or less, before the time set for the 
first race of the day on which such race is to be 
run’’) could also be a stakes, or sweepstakes (“in 
which stakes are to be made by the owners of the 
horses engaged”). While the intent to distinguish 
thus between overnight races and stakes races 
had seemed plain enough to racing-wise officials 
in New York, the same rule in other states was 
serving to confuse rather than to distinguish. On 
June 19, 1940, The Jockey Club clarified its rule 
with the language quoted by Mr. Dunne. 


Suggestion on Awards 


Editor, THE BLOOD-HORSE: 

I believe a good way to equalize the chances 
to race at a profit would be through the follow- 
ing procedure. It’s very simple. 

When you improve the price of yearlings, that 
should be ample reward to breeders. Toward 
that end, let track awards be given to the owners 
of 2-year-olds at the time of their first start, and 
let awards be paid to these owners for each win 
during their 2- and 3-year-old seasons, whether 
the original owner keeps possession or not. 

This would give the owners who pay for the 
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development of yearlings a chance to get out on 
them and would encourage the buying of year- 
lings. If the tracks wish to supplement these 
owners’ awards with breeders’ awards, I would 
suggest $25 for the winners of condition races, 
$50 for handicaps, $100 for stakes. 

But the main idea is to help the man who pays 
the expense of bringing a 2-year-old up to its 
first start, whether he is the breeder or the pur- 
chaser.

SALES 


Keeneland 


HERE are plenty of indications in America’s 

present racing centers that the yearling sales, 
which will be held next week at Keeneland Race 
Course, will be much more satisfactory to the 
consignors than were the auctions at Saratoga 
a year ago. In Chicago, Detroit, New York, and 
Camden, where major tracks are now operating, 
the writer found many owners and trainers who 
were planning either to attend or to have their 
representatives at the three-day sale, August 9, 
10, and 11. 

At all four racing centers, horsemen said they 
had never known as good a market as was the 
present one. One trainer who had sold his entire 
stable prior to his induction into the armed forces 
several months ago, said he had been able to pick 
up only two or three horses since he had been 
discharged from the Army, and that he was daily 
receiving offers for them. Interest in the sales 
seems especially high in the Chicago area, prob- 
ably because the Lexington site is more accessible 
to horsemen in that area than was Saratoga. 

A number of New York trainers, who ordinarily 
are buyers at Saratoga, are experiencing difficulty 
in making arrangements to get away from their 
work long enough to attend the sales. ‘‘My stable 
already is so undermanned that I don’t see how 
I can possibly get to Lexington,” said one trainer. 
“But I am certainly going to try to be there.” 

Lexington’s hotels for almost two weeks have 
been sold out for the sales period. Consignors 
and buyers alike began arriving early this week. 
The migration to the sales site, however, will 
reach its peak this week end. Buyers who can- 
not obtain quarters in the hotels are being sent 
to selected private homes. 

Erection of the tent, under which the sales 
will be held, was started this week in the Keene- 
land paddock after the arrival of Mrs. E. J. Tran- 
ter, owner of the sales company. Joe Wolken, 
president of the Turf Catering Company, also 
arrived to take charge of handling the restaurant 
and bar facilities. 

Catalogued to be sold during the three days are 
318 yearlings. Afternoon sessions will start at 
3:30 o’clock and the night sales at 8:30 o'clock. 
This will allow approximately two hours between 
sales for dinner. 

Thomas Piatt, chairman of the consignors’ com- 
mittee on transportation, has announced that one 
bus will be available for the five-mile run from 
the city to the track, that taxicabs are permitted 
to make the run, that private cars will also aid 
in getting buyers to and from the sales. To co- 
ordinate the private cars in this work a secretary 
will be placed in the Lafayette Hotel lobby and 
local residents with extra room in their automo- 
bile will be asked to telephone the space they will 
have available for each trip. It will be possible 
for buyers to go to the track in the morning, have 
their meals, and not return to the city until the 
night session is ended.

Eastern Yearlings 


Ordinarily about 70 per cent of the yearlings 
sold at Saratoga each season are consigned by 
breeders operating in Kentucky, plus a few in 
Tennessee, and the remaining 30 per cent come 
from the Eastern states, principally Virginia, 
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Maryland, and New Jersey. This year the West- 
ern breeders, with an eye on the difficulties of 
wartime transportation, decided to hold their 
sales at Lexington. Subsequently the breeders 
in the East arranged with the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany to auction their offerings at the Meadow 
Brook Club on Long Island on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday, September 21 and 22, with a third session 
on Thursday, September 23, if the numbers con- 
signed make it necessary. 

While the entries for the Eastern sale have not 
yet closed, it appears just now that about ninety 
or a hundred horses will be catalogued, indicating 
a slight drop in the percentage of Eastern year- 
lings to be accounted for in the principal summer 
sales. If three hundred yearlings are sold at 
Lexington and ninety at Meadow Brook, the com- 
bined sales will total nearly 20 per cent less than 
in 1942. The decline probably is compensated by 
an unusual number of private sales which have 
taken place or are now pending. 

The Meadow Brook sales will be held in the 
mornings, in order not to fall afoul of blackout 
regulations. 

The larger consignors are Nydrie Stud (10 lots, 
see advertisement in this issue), Morven Stud 
(11), Mrs. George L. Harrison (11), William H. 
LaBoyteaux (13), Sagamore Farm (14), Rock- 
ridge Farm (9), William H. Lipscomb (6), North 
Wales Stud (6). Consignors with smaller repre- 
sentation are Great Run Stud, Mrs. Colin McLeod, 
J. M. Roebling, Mrs. Andy Schuttinger, Mrs. 
George P. Greenhalgh, Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott, 
and H. B. Phipps. It was not yet clear whether 
the yearlings from F. Wallis Armstrong’s Mead- 
owview Farms would be catalogued. 


Twilight Tear's Stakes 


After her foal, Twilight Tear, was weaned at 
Calumet Farm in the fall of 1941 the Blue Lark- 
spur mare Lady Lark was put in the fall sales 
at Lexington, purchased by Mereworth Stud. The 
foal she was then carrying is a Sun Teddy filly 
which will be sold at Keeneland Wednesday after- 
noon, August 11. In a Mereworth Farm adver- 
tisement published last week Twilight Tear was 
described as winner of the Arlington Futurity. 
This was an inadvertence in preparing copy; Twi- 
light Tear’s victory was in the Arlington Lassie 
Stakes. 


GENERAL ITEMS 


Mrs. Julia Smith of Fresno, Calif., mother of 
Trainer Tom Smith, died at her home last week. 

Talk of lifting the pleasure driving ban in the 
East has revived hopes of having a meeting at 
Laurel Park in the fall. 

Fayette County Circuit Court has authorized 
the sale of Thoroughbreds owned by the late 
John B. Gorham. 

Mioland, beaten in 10 starts this year, found 
himself to some extent at the Saratoga meeting 
on August 2, beat Corydon and others at 1% 
miles, ran his earnings to $244,270. 

Racing at Saratoga July 28 had a military 
leaning. Three of the eight winners were owned 
by Lt. Alfred Vanderbilt, Lt. Col. C. V. Whitney, 
Lt. Col. Gustave Ring. 

Jockey Berny Nash broke a collar bone in a 
spill at Suffolk Downs July 24, didn’t get to cele- 
brate the expiration of his apprentice allowance 
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August 7. Euclid Le Blanc, hurt in the same 
spill, suffered several broken ribs. 

Petrify, one of the leading 2-year-old fillies of 
1941, has been retired to Alfred Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm, Glyndon, Md., and will be bred 
next spring. 

The dog track at Wonderland, near Boston, had 
to refund all bets on the first race July 29, and 
all daily double bets as well. The dogs caught 
the rabbit. 

Starting August 3, jockeys’ fees in races which 
pay $750 or more to the winner, were raised at 
Garden State Park to $35 for winners, $15 for 
other mounts. 

Though the Longacres track at Seattle is closed 
this year, nominations are being taken for the 
Washington Futurity of 1946. This probably is 
the first 1946 event to close, for though mares 
carrying their foals are named in a number of 
other events, nomination for them comes later.

BROOKDALE FARM YEARLINGS 


HOMAS PIATT has been so busy baling hay 

and straw (a trifling 10,000 bales) on his 
Brookdale Farm that it was not until last week 
that the 14 yearlings he is sending to the sales 
at Keeneland could be inspected. Of these six 
are by Epithet, which has the largest represen- 
tation, and which inconsiderately died shortly 
after he had been bred to two of the best mares, 
probably, he ever got—the dams of Alsab and Re- 
quested. 

The yearlings by Epithet may be considered 
first. The colts: A bay out of Moony, and thus 
a half-brother to the stakes winner Bold Ques- 
tion, a somewhat plain but very fast-looking 
one, soundly built, wide-chested, strong, good- 
boned. A bay out of Poutaway, which was pre- 
vented from racing by breaking her tail, and 
now dam of two winners; this is an extremely 
red bay, well furnished, good through the shoul- 
der and chest, lengthy, wide, fast. A chestnut 
out of Red Sash, a mare which tried very well 
but was hurt before she could run; this is a 
flashy, quick, vigorous one, solid-legged, with 
short cannons and good bone. 

Alsab’s half-sister, out of Winds Chant, is a 
medium-sized, neat, feminine sort, with good 
fore legs, good feet, high and strong behind; she 
does not particularly suggest the hardy Alsab. 
Day Signal, dam of two winners, has a smooth, 
stylish chestnut, which seemed to me the best- 
looking filly in the consignment. She has the 
reputation of being very fast in paddock gallops. 
The bay from Isolt is a smooth, highly finished, 
substantial filly, racy, short-cannoned, high and 
strong behind. 

Gcod Goods has a colt and a filly, the colt out 
of Howl, which was Winds Chant'’s first foal, and 
the colt is thus by Alsab’s sire out of Alsab’s 
half-sister. He is of medium size, rugged, solid, 
with straight hind legs, a fairly short neck, good 
joints and bone. If you can see what connection 
it has with his ability, he has a small “night- 
eye.” The Good Goods filly, from the winner 
Gay Jane, is quick and alert, stands true. 

Transmute, long one of the mainstays of Mr. 
Piatt’s production, has two good colts, not a 
great deal alike. The one from Miss Alert is her 
second foal, a solid, rugged, big-boned, big-joint- 
ed one, heavily muscled, short-cannoned, with 
the durability his sire passes on so frequently. 
The other is from La Luau, dam of three win- 
ners, including one stakes winner; he is a wiry, 
quick, well muscled one, good through the 
shoulder and strongly equipped behind. 

The four others are by different sires. Stage- 
hand has a bay filly out of Wild Vine, with a good, 
fine, but not feminine head, well put together, 
very strong, deep-chested, powerful. Chance Sun 
has a brown colt out of Miss Marnie, a striking 
individual much like his sire, with four white 
feet and ankles. He is exceptionally strong 
and muscular, with short cannons, wide gaskins, 
and heavy bone. The Haleyon colt from Frances 
Victoria is good-sized, solid, strong, with very 
good shoulders and extra strong hind quarters. 
The remaining yearling is a filly I found most 
attractive, a brown by He Did——-*Maskelinda. She 
is rather light waisted, carries herself very 
erectly, is taller than she is long, and looks 
extremely fast. She doesn’t look exactly like 
most of the fillies in the sale, but after all buyers 
are looking for exceptional horses. This one, a 
half-sister to five winners, looks like she could 
run. 
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The Only Son of War Admiral to be Sold 


This colt is out of Alyearn, a 5-year-old daughter of Blue Larkspur. Alyearn did 
not race. Blue Larkspur mares have produced such stakes winners as Devil's Thumb 
(five stakes at two in 1942), Miss Dogwood, Bless Me, etc. War Admiral, unbeaten at 
three, was once out of the money in 26 starts and was the leading 3-year-old and 
leading 4-year-old in his respective seasons.

FOREIGN 
French Derby, Grand Prix 


HREE weeks ago THE BLOOD-HORSE gave a 

tentative account of the French Derby, run 
at Le Tremblay on June 13, gave the winner's 
name as Vasco II. Horse and Hound, which ar- 
rived this week from London, describes the win- 
ner as the Count de Chambure’s Verso II, by Pin- 
ceau out of Variete, by La Farina (by Sans Souci 
II) out of Vaya (grandam of Vatout), by Beppo, 
third dam Waterhen, by Gallinule, a branch of 
the No. 3 family which has been quite successful 
in France. Pinceau, by Alcantara II out of 
Aquarelle, by Childwick, was a winner of nearly 
half a million francs, was purchased by the 
French government for half a million francs, and 
in recent years had stood as a government stal- 
lion at a fee of about $15. 

In the Derby the favorite was Pennsburg, a 
colt bred by Ralph Beaver Strassburger. He fin- 
ished second, but in the next of the top French 
classics, the Grand Prix de Paris, run at Le 
Tremblay, on Sunday, June 27, he reversed the 
decision, thus reaffirming his ranking as the best 
3-year-old in France this year. 

Pennsburg is by the great French racer Bran- 
tome (Blandford—vVitamine, by Clarissimus) out 
of *Celerina, by *Teddy, second dam Diavolezza, 
by Le Sagittaire, third dam Saint Astra, by Ladas. 
*Celerina won the Grand Prix de Deauville, Dia- 
volezza the French One Thousand Guineas, Saint 
Astra the French Oaks. The fifth dam was As- 
trology, dam of *Star Shoot, also fourth dam of 
*Easton, another top horse bred by Mr. Strass- 
burger. 


Good Filly by *Rhodes Scholar 


At the Ascot meeting of June 26 a division of 
the five-furlong Cookham Stakes, for 2-year-old 
fillies, was won by Lord Rosebery’s Rhodesia, 
one of the last crop of foals got in England by 
*Rhodes Scholar before he was imported to the 
United States. Rhodesia is out of the stakes win- 
ner D’Oraine, by Haine out of Mots d’Or, by 
Chaucer. 


Miscellany from Many Lands 


A new record price for a yearling sold by pub- 
lic auction in South Africa was_ established 
this spring when Leslie Hammon paid 1,625 guin- 
eas (about $6,890) for a bay colt by Fenimore 
Cooper out of Contrary Mary. The French-bred 
Fenimore Cooper, a successful sire in South 
Africa, has a pedigree familiar to North American 
breeders. He is by Rabelais out of Fireplay, by 
*Meddler out of *Strike-a-Light II, by Donavan. 
*Strike-a-Light II is ancestress of Evening, Your 
Chance, High Fleet, Stefanita, and numerous 
other good horses here and abroad. 

Two years ago James Tyrrell Wallace, veteran 
South African breeder, salesman, Turf commen- 
tator, newspaper publisher, theatre manager, etc., 
etc., advertised in THE BLOOD-HORSE the horse 
Sadri II, foaled in 1936, by Solario out of Friar’s 
Daughter, thus a brother to Dastur and _half- 
brother to *Bahram. The only reply “from all 
America,” he reports, came from Santiago, Chile. 
Now Mr. Wallace is pleased to report that, be- 
sides winning the £6,000 Durban July Handicap 
of 1941 (shortly after the advertisement was 
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printed), Sadri II this spring dead-heated with 
Turbulent II for the £2,500 Peninsula Summer 
Handicap, one mile. Mr. Wallace has carried 
through negotiations which resulted in the sale 
of *Bahram’s half-brother to the Dagbreek Stud 
in the Cape Province. The Dagbreek Stud has 
another stallion of interest to American readers, 
Monsieur Jean, by *Hollister out of Cousine, by 
Valens. Monsieur Jean, bred in France and later 
a top-class racer in South Africa, is sire of Eclat, 
the best of his year at two and three. 


Golden Fawn, exported from England to be- 
come the best horse in India, has died of a heat 
stroke after making one season in the stud. 
Known as Bashir in England, he was by *Bahram 
out of Mah Mahal, the dam of *Mahmoud. He 
was the property of the Maharajah of Baroda, 
who had paid 80,000 rupees (about $30,000) for 
him. 


Winner of the Irish One Thousand Guineas at 
The Curragh June 10 was G. J. Ellis’ Suntop, 
chestnut filly by Dastur—Sunny Mountain, by 
Abbots Trace, trained by H. I. Ussher. Second 
was Safari, by Dastur’s half-brother *Bahram 
out of the good mare Solerina, and third was 
Fabulous, by Hyperion. 

F. S. Myerscough’s unbeaten The Phoenix, rid- 
den by the veteran Joe Canty, won the Irish Two 
Thousand Guineas (actually 1,200 guineas) at 
The Curragh in May, with Solferino second, Solar 
Prince third. Purchased for 290 guineas as a 
yearling at the Dublin sales, the winner is by 
Chateau Boscaut out of Fille de Poete, by Fir- 
daussi out of Fille d’Amour, by Hurry On, third 
dam Friar’s Daughter, dam of *Bahram and Das- 
tur.

Hyperina, 2-year-old brown colt by Hyperion 
out of the Stewards’ Cup winner Solerina, by 
Soldennis out of the top-flight Irish mare Sweet 
Wall, by Cygnus, is one of the best juvenile per- 
formers in Ireland this year and comes from one 
of the best families there. But his sixth dam was 
an unknown mare, and the pedigree isn’t good 
enough for the General Stud Book.

New Commissioner 


T was announced July 27 that California’s Gov. 

Earl Warren had appointed Dwight Murphy, 
of Santa Barbara, to the California Horse Racing 
Board, replacing Jerry Giesler. This represented 
the end of a rather tumultuous reign, possibly 
gives a new set to the political currents flowing 
through California racing. 

Mr. Giesler, best known outside of racing as an 
extremely able criminal lawyer, was appointed 
to the board in 1940. No great while afterward 
racing hit the headlines in a doping scandal, as 
Mr. Giesler held a series of public hearings, sub- 
poenaed owners whose names were sure to make 
news. Public hearings were, in fact, of frequent 
occurrence under Mr. Giesler’s chairmanship. 
Last year the board came in for considerable 
criticism when it developed that Mr. Giesler had 
not bothered even to inform George H. Payne, of 
the board, concerning some of the board’s de- 
cisions. One of Mr. Giesler’s favorite projects 
was the California Turf Foundation, for the care 
of racing indigents. 

The new commissioner, who was a forest 
ranger in California some 35 years ago, later 
formed a business association with his father, 
who was president of the Standard Railway 
Equipment Company of Pittsburgh. Mr. Murphy 
later succeeded his father as president, but in 
1925 sold out his interests and moved to Santa 
Barbara, where he has a 7,000-acre farm, the 
Rancho San Fernando Rey, near Santa Barbara. 
He is a breeder of Palomino horses and Hereford 
cattle. 
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MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


HE current week will see the conclusion of 78 

days of racing at Suffolk Downs, the final 
18 of which were added when it became obvious 
that Rockingham Park could not operate its reg- 
ularly scheduled meeting. The extension at Suf- 
folk Downs, in addition to being a considerable 
comfort to New England horsemen who would 
otherwise have had to choose between three 
weeks of idleness and trying to get into the rac- 
ing of another circuit for the period, is an impor- 
tant addition to the fund which racing is raising 
for the war effort. 

Before the meeting it had been hoped that the 
charity racing extension might raise as much as 
$400,000, but the estimate was a good deal on the 
conservative side. After the first two weeks the 
total was $360,000, and a new goal of $525,000 
had been set. It seemed certain that Suffolk 
Downs would be able to raise the highest total 
any track has gathered in one year. The daily 
betting average has been above $630,000, higher 
than that of the regular 60-day meeting. 

No stakes are being run, but each Saturday 
has a $5,000 overnight event for a feature. The 
July 31 program saw the running of a $5,000 
event for 2-year-olds at 5% furlongs, and the 
winner was Christopher T. Chenery’s home-bred 
Cattachiptico, by Sunador—-Nituma, by Cherokee. 
A supporting event went to C. S. Bromley’s Sam- 
har, by Sweep Like. A 2-year-old event for non- 
winners of two races was taken by B. F. Christ- 
mas’ Question Miss, by Questionnaire, bred by 
Alfred Vanderbilt.

A 
dollar to an owner is just as good as a dollar to 
a breeder. To an owner it is a fair and equitable 
income gained by his property’s greater earning 
power: to a breeder, it is a gift. 

If after increasing purses, there is still a sur- 
plus, why not help the owners in other ways ? Why 
not improve conditions on the race tracks . .In 
recent years some tracks have improved these 

conditions, but at most tracks they are far from 

good, or even decent . . . . If living conditions were 
improved on the race tracks, it certainly would 
be an inducement to men and boys to seek jobs 
with horses.... 

If there is still a surplus, why not improve con- 
ditions in the stabling of the horses. Keep the 
stables under better repair. Install heating sys- 
tems to replace the antiquated open heaters 
which must be used for such an essential thing 
as hot water . 

If there is still a surplus, why not try a little 
social and welfare improvement for those in need 
of it? Build and operate clubs on the race 
tracks for the men and boys who work there.... 

If there is still a surplus . . it probably would 
require only a little study to find a way of cover- 
ing all of the employees on the race tracks with 
a blanket workmen’s compensation insurance 
coverage. If this were done and at the expense 
of the associations, it would prove a great finan- 
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cial relief to the owners, for this coverage now 
costs each owner about 10 per cent of his payroll. 
In general, my opinion is to help the owners, 
whom I consider the proper parties for any addi- 
tional distribution. They in turn will have a 
greater earning power from the money invested 
in horses, and can then afford to pay larger 
prices for young stock. In this way you help the 
breeders in a natural way, and not by any syn- 

thetic subsidy.

Getting back to the question of breeders’ 
awards, such awards would reduce the value of 
many purses already too low, and would not 
amount to enough to any breeder to be of any 
material value, but would certainly tend to keep 
a lot of mares in production that are producing 
very ordinary racing material.
